Saarbrueck, Rhenish Prussia, Jan, 9, 
—A fire damp explosion occurred in 
the Reden coal mine at St, Johann-

caused a loss of from 150 to 200 lives. 
The Reden mine is owned by the Prus- 
sian government.

Immediately after the explosion res- 
cue workers were hurried from all the 
adjacent mines and boldly entered tho 
Reden shaft in great numbers.

Monopoly's Policy is to Ruin Its 


Competitors. 


Washington, Jam 29. — The inter­ 
state commerce commission sent to 
congress a report of the investigations 
made by it under the Tillman-Gilleapio 
resolution approved March 7 last con­ 
cerning the relations of common car­ 
riers by rail to the production and dis­ 
tribution of oil. The report covers tho 
distribution of petroleum and its pro­ 
ducts east of 
the Mississippi river, 
and, 
Incidentally, 
the Kansas 
and 
Texas fields. 


It points out generally the methods 
by which the Standard Oil company 
“has built up and perpetuated its mo­ 
nopoly and the relations of transpor­ 
tation agencies to that monopoly.” It 
is asserted that the “ruin of its com­ 
petitors has been a distinct part of the 
policy of the Standard Oil company in 
the past, systematically and persist­ 
ently pursued.'” Considerable of the 
ground covered has been gone into 
fully in tho report on oil and its dis­ 
tribution made public by the bureau of 
corporations. 


“No instance,” tho report says, “is 
found where any railway company has 
been interested in oil lands or in pe­ 
troleum production, and only one In­ 
stance is shown where officials of a 
railway company were interested in 
the production and sale of oil. 


“The Standard Oil company largely 
monopolizes the handling of petroleum 
from the mouth of the well until it is 
sold to the retailer, and sometimes to 
the consumer, and under ordinary cir­ 
cumstances its margin of profits ia 
very large. Estimates made in the re­ 
port show a profit on refined oil from 
the Sugar Creek refinery at Kansas 
City of from five to eight cents per 
gallon. A much higher profit is indi­ 
cated for gasoline. The sale of refined 
oil from the large Standard refinery at 
Whiting Is correspondingly profitable. 


“The evidence shows little basis for 
the 
contention that 
the enormous 
dividends of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany are the legitimate result of Its 
economies. 
Except for its pipe lines, 
tho Standard has but little legitimate 
advantage over the independent re­ 
finer. 


“Ordinarily, It is said, the Standard 
has not received 
rebates in recent 
years, so far as has been discovered, 
but lt nevertheless 
enjoyed 
secret 
rates possessing all of the elements of 
illegal rates, and the advantages so ob­ 
tained over independent shippers have 
been of very great value to that com­ 
pany. 


“The Standard has sold 
different 
grades of oil at different prices from 
the same barrel. It has paid employes 
of independent oil companies for infor­ 
mation as to the business of those 
competitors and has paid employes of 
industrial 
companies to secure the 
adoption of its oil in preference to that 
of its competitors, 


“It has followed every barrel of In­ 
dependent oil to destination. Its agents 
are in s tn ^ . to secure customers at 
any r . < riiice. It has tampered with the 
oil inspectors in different states. Tho 
laws of several states concerning the 
Inspection of oil are singularly defec­ 
tive, and this has been turned to profit 
by the Standard. 


“The commission’s only knowledge 
of the competitive 
methods of tho 
Standard 
Oil company is obtained 
from evidence taken under oath in 
thii investigation. The Standard was 
given permission to explain: or rebut 
the facts. 


“This 
evidence, 
if 
true, 
demon­ 
strates that the competitive methods 
of the company in the past have been 
unfair and disreputable.“

Gas mounds Is a popular name In 


Texas for the low, circular eminences, 
averaging twenty feet In diameter 
and two feet In height, vrliich abound. 
In forest and prairie regions In Lou- 
isiana, Texas, Southern Arkansas and 
the Indian Territory. 
On the suppo- 


sition that the mounds have been 
raised by ascending gas from subter- 
ranean oil pools, the}' are regarded 
as indicating oil beneath. Robert T. 
Hill, the geologist, who has examined 
the mounds, disputes this theory of 
their origin. They occur In many dis- 
tricts where net the least sign of oil 
or gas has been discovered. Mr. Hill 
thinks that they owe their existence 
mainly to unequal settling of the 
ground in poorly drained areas sub- 
jected to abundant periodic rain falL 


Some curious researches have re- 


cently been made by French army 
surgeons on the relationship between 
good eyesight ana good target prac- 
tice. At first glance one would say 
that the two things must invariably 
depend the one upon the other. But 
the facts lead to a different conclu- 
sion. At least they show that one 
may have very defective eyesight and 
yet be a very accurate marksman.

Potf/iwn(omio Who Spoke In the 
Tonguo of His Fathers In Home. 
To be tho first full blood Indian to 
become a Roman Catholic priest is 
tho unusual distinction of the Rev. 
Father Albert Negahnquet, of Kan- 
sas, now conducting religious labors 
among his follow racemen in Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory. 
So far 
as now known Father Nehagnquet is 
the only living Roman Catholic priest 
who is a full blood Indian. 


Father Negahnquet was born on 
tho Pottawatomie Reservation near 
St. Mary^s, this State, in 1877. 
Soon 
afterward he was brought to Topeka 
by his parents, and in the Church of 
the Assumption here he was baptized. 
Ho was the youngest of a family of 
ten children. 


His parents and members of tho 
family 
removed 
to 
Pottawatomie 
County, Oklahoma, where there are 
now many members of that tribe. 
In the southern* part of that county 
the Catholics in an early day estab- 
lished a great community—a monas- 
tery, schools and tho like. 
The mis- 
sionaries of that church 
naturally 
came and worked among the Indians 
near by. 
Father Negahnquet, as a 
boy, was sent to the school. 
He was 
an interesting child, readily tracta- 
ble, and he applied himself to his 
studies. 
Mother Katherine Drexel, 
daughter of tho millionaire Drexel, of 
Philadelphia, on the occasion of one 
of her periodical visits, took notice 
of this particular little Indian boy. 
She never forgot him, and when he 
became old enough she sent him to 
the large Indian school at Carlisle, 
Pa. 
Later he was transferred to the 
Catholic College at Washington, D. 
C., with the purpose in view of edu- 
cating him for the priesthood. 


Pie was the honor man at Wash- 
ington, and from there he went to 
Rome. 
He studied philosophy and 
theology there in the 
Propaganda 
College, being one 5'ear in the Col- 
lege of the Pope. 
Before the depar- 
ture from Rome of priests o£ this 
class it is customary for each in his 
mother tongue to give an address. 
It must have been strange when the 
young American Indian priest came 
forward and in the tongue of his 
fathers, the warlike Pottawatomies, 
spoke. 


Then 
Father 
Negahnquet 
sailed 
away to Oklahoma Territory, and for 
a few weeks was the guest of his 
parents in their rude home. 
Soon 
afterward he sang the first mass giv- 
en by a full blood Indian priest on 
American soil, in the big Catholic 
Church at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
His consecration was by Bishop Thé- 
ophile Meerschaert, of Guthrie, Okla- 
homa. 
The Bishop spoke proudly of 
the honor of consecrating the first 
Indian priest and of having him in 
that diocese. 


Since coming back to 
America, 
three years ago. Father îsfegahnquet 
has labored faithfully among his peo- 
ple, and those efforts have been well 
rewarded.—Topeka Capital, 


The proposal to transmit "electric- 
ity generated at the Victoria Falls 
to Pretoria and Johannesburg is tak- 
ing shape, and a first issue of capital 
will, it is said, be announced within 
the next few weeks.

from the Falls to the Rand as the 
crow flies is GOO miles, but it will be 
necessary to make deviations that 
will increase the distance to be cov- 
ered to nearly 700 miles.

It first' perforates 
them "With a small hole^^ and then 
swallows the contents.

the tetrastichus utilizes the empty 
egg shell by depositing its own egiis 
within. 
It might be supposed that 
the primary object of ^the operation 
was that implied by t'he last state- 
ment, but Dr. Marchal is confident 
that the eating of the egg is a no 
less important motive. 


Every summer several astronomers 
visit the Janssen Observatory on the 
extreme summit.^of Mont Blanc to 
take advantage of its great altitude, 
which favors the study of solar phe- 
nomena. 
At present another ef^fort 
Is being made there to photograph 
the sun's corona without an eclipse. 
The observatory is remarkable 
for 
having its foundations laid in hard 
packed snow. ^ The builders found it 
Impracticable to reach the underly- 
ing rock. 
At a recent meeting of tho 
Academy of Sciences in Paris, Mon- 
sieur Janssen announced that 
the 
measurements of level executed 
in 
1904 and 1906 showed that during 
that interval the 
observatory 
had 
not appreciably shifted in position. 


RACE BETWEEN TRAINS- 


Gas mounds is a popular name in 
Texas for the low, circular eminences, 
averaging twenty feet in 
diameter 
and two feet in height, which abound 
in forest and prairie regions in Lou- 
isiana, Texas, Southern Arkansas and 
the Indian Territor5^ 
On the suppo- 
sition that the mounds have been 
raised by ascending gas from subter- 
ranean oil pools, they are regarded 
as indicating oil beneath. 
Robert T. 
Hill, the geologist, who has examined 
the mounds, disputes this theory of 
their origin. They occur in many dis- 
tricts v/here not the least sign of oil 
or gas has been discovered. 
Mr. Hill 
thinks that they owe their existence 
mainly to unequal settling of the 
ground in poorly drained areas sub- 
jected to abundant periodic rain fall. 


Diplomatic Silence. 


The recently published "Addresses 
of Frederic R. Coudert" contains a 
story of Benjamin Franklin that is 
probably new to most American read- 
ers. 
It was first related by Mens. 
Gabriel Hanotaux, formerly Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of France, at a 
Fourth of July banquet held by the 
American Chamber of Commerce at 
Paris. 


When Franklin arrived in France 
he was somewhat astonished at the 
luxury, noise and bustle of the court 
of Versailles, 
The courtiers, 
who 
are by nature effervescent and vola- 
tile, made much ado over him. 
He 
was himself inclined to bo taciturn. 
The Society of Friends, to which he 
belonged, had, as you know, estab- 
lished a rule of silence. 
Vergennes, 
the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, also was of a reserved, circum- 
spect, uncommunicative nature. 


The introducer, having presented 
Franklin, withdrew. 
The two states- 
men, left alone, bowed to each other. 
Vergennes, with a gesture, invited 
Franklin 
to be seated, and 
then 
waited. 
Franklin, hov/ever, said not 
a word. 
Probably he wished to put 
his companion's gravity to the test— 
the French had always been pictured 
to him as so loquacious. 


The French minister felt that he 
was on the verge of overstepping the 
rules of courtesy 
and 
hospitality. 
He therefore took out his snuff-box 
and Invited Franklin to take a pinch 
of snuff. 


Franklin 
complied, 
reflected 
an 
instant, and took his snuff in silence. 
Vergennes, on his part, did the same, 
and then the compliment was re- 
turned. 
After a brief flash of silence 
Franklin rose; so 
did 
Vergennes, 
whereupon, after a farewell obei- 
sance, they parted. 
This was the en- 
tire sum and substance of their first 
Interview, which, happily, was to be 
followed by others of a more fruitful 
character. 


Some curious researches have re- 
cently been made by French army 
surgeons on the relationship between 
good eyesight and good target prac- 
tice.

A Fluid Bath and Electric Furnace 


to Supply It. 


In the process of annealing and 
tempering steel it is desired to con- 
trol the heat, which is applied with 
great precision. 
If the temperature 
is too high, too low, or too 
fluctua- 
ting the object under treatment may 
be I'uined. 
To produce the best re- 
sults in hardening 
tools for 
high 
speed cutting, or gears or pinions, a 
continuous heat of ^¿340 degrees Far- 
enheit must be maintained for a con- 
siderable time. 
The old methods of 
securing this directly, with gas 
or 
coke, 
presented 
diflicjalties 
which 
made them highly objectionable. One 
of the recent attempts to improve on 
them is described 
in 
the 
London 
Standard. 


An English company is introducing 
an electric furnace to do the work. 
In this apparatus a metallic salt or 
mixture is brought 
into a 
molten 
condition by means of an clectric cur- 
rent passing through it, thus provid- 
ing a bath in to which the pieces of 
metal to be heated are placed. 
Tiie 
electric current flows through every 
part of tlie bath and the tool alike, 
thus insuring a perfect uniform heat- 
ing. 
By simply regulating the cuiv- 
rent it is possible to attain^any tem- 
perature between 1350 and 23S0 Far- 
enheit, 
The furnace consists of a 
fireproof 
rectangular tank for hold- 
ing the salt bath, which is built into 
fireproof cement contained in an iron 
box. 


Tho temperature is jugulated by a 
switch. 
The furnace, when cold, can 
be brought to a white heat in about 
Iialf an hour, and the makers assert 
that the cost of operation is very rea- 
sonable. 
The exactness with which 
it can be controlled will appeal 
to 
those engineers who are desirous of 
turnini; out only the best work.

Visitors in Seville see women car- 
rying baskets full of crabs' claws. 
The claws are cooked and people nib- 
ble at them, more for fun than for 
sustenance. Just as the Russians nib- 
ble sunflower seeds. But what is this 
crustacean? 
What becomes of tho 
rest of, him—especially, if a craw- 
fish, of his tail? 


As a matter of fact the crawfish 
has no part in the business. 
The car- 
rasqueñas—as the claws are called—' 
are taken from a salt water crab, tho 
Gelasimus tangeri, which lives along 
the shores of Morocco, Spain "íind 
Portugal. 
Each little crab-, with his 
one little wife, has a little cave for 
a home; and adopting tho Arab esti- 
mate of the other sex, he usually 
keeps his wife shut up inside the 
cave, meanwhile staying^about tho 
threshold himself and making a bravo 
show with his claws. 


When the ti4e runs out the crab- 
fishes prowl along tho beach looking 
for crab holes. 
Either the crab is 
stalking up and down seeking what 
he may devour, and thiis showing 
whether he has fine claws, or h© i» 
etill at home, and the size of his door- 
way indicates the size of the hduse- 
holder. 
In one case tho

Diplomatic Silence. 


The recently published “Addresses 
of Frederic R. Coudert” contains a 
story of Benjamin Franklin that is 
probably new to most American read­ 
ers. 
It was first related by Mons. 
Gabriel Hanotaux, formerly Minister 
of Foreign Affair« of France, at a 
Fourth of July banquet held by the 
American Chamber of Commerce at 
Paris. 


When Franklin arrived in France 
he was somewhat astonished at the 
luxury, noise and bustle of the court 
of Versailles. 
The courtiers, who 
are by nature effervescent and vola­ 
tile, made much ado over him. 
He 
was himself Inclined to be taciturn. 
The Society of Friends, to which he 
belonged, had, as you know, estab­ 
lished a rule of silence. 
Vergennes, 
the French Minister of Foreign Af­ 
fairs, also was of a reserved, circum­ 
spect, uncommunicative nature. 


The introducer, having presented 
Franklin, withdrew, The two states­ 
men, left alone, bowed to each other. 
Vergennes, with a gesture, invited 
Franklin to be seated, and then 
waited. 
Franklin, however, said not 
a word, 
Probably he ‘wished to put 
his companion’s gravity to the test— 
the French had always been pictured 
to him as so loquacious. 


Tlie French minister felt that he 
was on the verge of overstepping the 
rules of courtesy 
and 
hospitality. 
He therefore took out his snuff-box 
and invited Franklin to take a pinch 
of snuff. 


Franklin complied, reflected 
an 
Instant, and took his snuff in silence. 
Vergennes, on his part, did the same, 
and then the compliment was re­ 
turned. After a brief flash of silence 
Franklin rose; so 
did 
Vergennes, 
whereupon, after a farewell obei­ 
sance, they parted. This was the en­ 
tire sum and substance of their first 
interview, which, happily, was to be 
followed by others of a more fruitful 
character. 


Gas mounds is a popular name in 
Texas for the low, circular eminences, 
averaging twenty feet in diameter 
and two feet in height, which abound 
in forest and prairie regions in Lou­ 
isiana, Texas, Southern Arkansas and 
the Indian Territory.

mainly to unequal settling of the 
ground in poorly drained areas sub­ 
jected to abundant periodic rain fall. 


Some curious researches have re­ 
cently been made by French army 
surgeons on the relationship between 
good eyesight and good target prac­ 
tice.

But 
the facts lead to a different conclu­ 
sion.

A Fluid Bath and Electric Furnace 


to Supply It. 


In the process of annealing and 
tempering steel it is desired to con­ 
trol the heat, which is applied with 
great precision, 
If the temperature 
is too high, too low, or too fluctua­ 
ting the object under treatment may 
be ruined. 
To produce the best re­ 
sults in hardening tools for high 
speed cutting, or gears or pinions, a 
continuous heat of 2340 degrees Far- 
enheit must be maintained for a con­ 
siderable time. 
The old methods of 
securing this directly, with gas or 
coke, 
presented 
diificjalties 
which 
made them highly objectionable, One 
of the recent attempts to improve on 
them is described 
in the London 
Standard. 


An English company is introducing 
an electric furnace to do the work, 
In this apparatus a metallic salt or 
mixture is brought into a molten 
condition by means of an electric cur­ 
rent passing through it, thus provid­ 
ing a bath in to which the pieces of 
metal to be heated are placed. 
Tlie 
electric current liows through every 
part of the bath and the tool alike, 
thus insuring a perfect uniform heat­ 
ing. 
By simply regulating the cur­ 
rent it is possible to attain^any tem­ 
perature between 1350 and 23S0 Far- 
enheit. 
The furnace consists of a 
fireproof rectangular tank for hold­ 
ing the salt bath, which is built into 
fireproof cement contained in an iron 
box. 


The temperature is rpgulated by a 
switch. The furnace, when cold, can 
be brought to a white heat in about 
half an hour, and the makers assert 
that the cost of operation is very rea­ 
sonable. 
The exactness with which 
it can be controlled will appeal to 
those engineers who are desirous of 1 
turning out only the best work. 


A Model of Citadels. 


If one desired to look for a model 
and type of the citadels of a past, 
tottering but still resistant, one that 
carries its banner high, one could 
not do better than to visit the Hotel 
de La Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville. 
In the very aristocratic Rue de Va-

baracks, which now overwhelm Paris 
with their pretentious ugliness, High 
gates with coats of arms, big roofs 
peeping over walls, spaces between 
houses, and a few trees, even, ex­ 
tending their centuried branches al­ 
most over the street, which conceal 
the nests of birds.

door the name De La Rochefoucauld, 
and an entire past is evoked.

ACCOMMODATING LITTLE CRAB. 


Kindly Turns Over His Claws to Fish­ 
ermen and Grows Another Pair. 
Visitors in Seville see women car­ 
rying baskets full of crabs* claws. 
The claws are cooked and people nib­ 
ble at them, more for fun than for 
sustenance, just as the Russians nib­ 
ble sunflower seeds. But what is this 
crustacean? 
What becomes of the 
rest of, him— especially, if a craw­ 
fish, of his tail? 


As a matter of fact the crawfish 
has no part in the business. The car­ 
rasqueñas—as the claws are called—* 
are taken from a salt water crab, the 
Gelasimus tangeri, which lives along 
the shores of Morocco, Spain Ifrnd 
Portugal. 
Each little crab*, with his 
one little wife, has a little cave for 
a home; and adopting the Arab esti­ 
mate of the other sex, he usually 
keeps his wife shut up inside the 
cave, meanwhile staying %about the 
threshold himself and making a brave 
show with his claws, 


When the tide runs out the crab- 
fishes prowl along tho beach looking 
for crab holes. 
Either the crab is 
stalking up and down seeking what 
he may devour, and thus showing 
whether lie has fine d aw s, or he is 
still at home, and the size of his door* 
way indicates the size of the hduse* 
holder. 
In one case the fisherman 
cuts off his retreat by blocking hi* 
front door with mud. 
In the óther 
case he digs him out. Anyway he de­ 
prives him of his pincers and seta 
him at liberty—to grow some more. 


Right here appears the happiest 
feature of the whole affair; for the 
pincers are not torn away from the 
crab at all. Instead he presents them 
to the fisherman—-.perhaps even with 
his compliments. 
It is a fact, easily, 
demonstrable, that the crab can de* 
tach his claw by a muscular effort, 
thus making 
no hemorrhage, 
but 
leaving the stump in such condition 
that a new claw is soon vgrown. The 
fisherman simply take Mr. Crab by, 
the hand, whereupon 
he * lets go,* 
leaves the claw with them, and runs 
off home without it, And as the claw 
is no “longer of any use to him or to 
anybody else in t:.e water, and as it 
is. salable and edible, the fisherman 
naturally takes it hofue and sell it# *

Col. 
Zachary Taylor, which was bur- 


ied until the Indian trouble should 
blow over, and which has never been 
discovered. 
Men and even women 


have dug for this money for many 
years, but the success of the search- 
ers in the southern part of the State 
has inspired those in the northern, 
and the search is being taken up 
again as never before. 


The story of the Taylor fortune is 


interesting in the extreme. 


One day in 1S30 four bags of gold 


were received at Fort McKay, near 
where the little town of North Mc- 
Gregor, Iowa, now stands. It was 
the largest shipment ever sent out 
from St. Louis to any of the frontier 
posts and was to be used to pay off 
the white soldiers who were valiantly 
preserving order by holding the re- 
bellious Indians in leash. Col. Tay- 
lor, when apprized of the safe arrival 
of the money, took every precaution 
to safeguard it until the Indians had 
been driven away or pacified, when 
the men could be paid and allowed to 
return to the white settlement to 
spend their hard-earned money. 


Calling together the command. Col. 


Taylor chose four of the bravest and 
most trustworthy men and, after in- 
forming them o£ the importance of 
the mission upon which he was about 
to send them, he gave to each a. bag 
of gold with instructions to carry the 
bags to some safe place, which they 
should jointly select, and there hide 
the treasure from the Indians. An 
attack being feared at any moment, 
the four men started at once. They 
never returned. 


Hardly had the four men left the 


stockade when a. weli-planned attack 
was made by the Indians. The fight- 
ing was fast and furious and extend- j 
ed over several days. When at last 
the Indians had been repulsed Col. 
Taylor lost no p'me in selecting a 
party and sending it out to rescue 
the gold hunters. The party searched 
for many hours before they came 
across the four men lying dead and 
entirely naked, the Indians having 
murdered, s-salped and stripped them. 


Not the smallest suggestion of the 


whereabouts of the gold could be 
found about the place where the 
men had lost their lives in defense 
of their trust, but after a thorough 
search one of the members of the 
party was rewarded by finding a 
scrap of paper near the body of one 
of the men, known as Mercierre. Iz 
is that scrap of paper which has in- 
spired three-Quarters of a century cf 
digging. On it was scrawled:

BLACK HAWK'S TREASURE 


Indian Riches Buried in the "Half breed Tracts"— 
Recent Discovery Made by an lowan—Soldiers' 
Pay Hidden by Order of,Gen. Zachary Taylor— 
Money Sent to Iowa Mysteriously Disappeared

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What has become of the thousands 
upon thousands of dollars, in gold 
eagles and double eagles, sent from 
St. Louis seventy-five and 100 years 
ago to pay the Sac and Fox Indians 
for the lands which they had ceded 
to the United States, millions upon 
millions of acres, and to pay tlie 
United States troops under command 
•of Col. Zachary Taylor, subsequently 
President of the United States, at 
Fort j\IcKay during the famous Black 
,Hawk War? 


The belief that thia golden treasui'o 
lies buried in various parts of tbo 
State of Iowa has led hundreds of 
persons to dig industriously for more 
than half a century. 
The discovery 
within the last fortnight of $45,000 
in gold in one part of the State and 
a map giving tl|e whereabouts of 
$9000 of Black Hawk's fortune in 
another, says the St. Louis 
Globe- 
Democrat, has set hundreds all over 
the State to searching the records 
and 
digging the ground. 
After a 
lapse of a century the fortune, for 
the first time, now seems about to 
be discovered. 


That gold by the thousands of dol- 
lars, 
aggregating 
far more 
than 
$100,000, was sent from St. Louis to 
the Northern Indians, 
both 
before 
and after the Black Hawk W a r in 
1S32, is undeniable. 


In 1S04, as a result of the treaty 
negotiated in St. Louis by William 
Henry Harrison with five Sac and 
Fox chiefs, an annuity of $1000 was 
granted to the tribe, and was paid 
for more than, a quarter of a century. 


In 1S30 no less than SS0,000 was 
sent from St, Louis to CoL Zachary 
Taylor at Fort McKay, Iowa, to pay 
the regular soldiers whose presence 
was necessary in the Territory of 
Iowa because of Black Hawk and his 
anticipated outbreak. 
That fortune 
in gold was buried by Zachary Tay- 
lor's command, and the nien who 
knew of its whereabouts were killed 
by tbe Indians. 


In 1832, following the Black Hawk 
War, a treaty was made with Keokuk 
and other Sac and Fox chiefs by Win- 
field Scott and Gov. Reynolds of Il- 
linois, by which the Indians 
were 
given a lump sum of $50,000 and 
an annuity of '$20,000 
for thirty 
years. 
Aside from buying 
whisky 
and rifles^ the Indians had no way 
to spend the money. 


A dozen other instances might be 
cited of money sent into Iowa Terri- 
tory to pay red men and white that 
has mysteriously disappeared. 
Just 
within the last few days have the first 
traces been found of it. 
Iowa has 
gold mines which the plow of the 
farmer may t u r n up any day, bring- 
ing fortune to the lucky man. 


Frank Blint owns a farm in the 
heart of what half a century or more 
ago was the famous half-breed tract. 
Deciding to deepen a cistern which 
had been on the premises for many 
years he went Industriously to work 
with pick and shovel. 
Hardly had 
he turned up a dozen shovelfuls of 
the long undisturbed earth when his 
shovel rang on metal. 
A few min- 
utes work disclosed an old Iron pot. 
Digging it loose and bringing It to 
the light, Blint was dazzled by the 
golden stream which poured 
forth. 
Exactly $45,000 In gold eagles and 
double eagles was the fortune he had 
unearthed. 
I t could have come from 
no other source than some family of 
wealthy half-breeds, unable to spend 
their generous patrimony. 


The same week In which this por- 
tion of the vast treasure was discov- 
ered clues were found to another 
portion undoubtedly burled not fifty 
miles away near where Black Hawk 
and his companions spent their last 
days after the disastrjouB close of the 
rebellion a n d their 
journey 
down 
the Mississippi to Jefferson barracks 
and then. In charge 
of Jefferson 
Davis, across to 
Washington and 
New York. 


Tearing down the old Bonnlfield 
log cabin, near Fairfield, one of the 
oldest buildings in the oldest part of 
the State, the workers found an Ink- 
horn and quill case, resembling much 
in appearance a razor case, and a 
musty old pocketbook 
which con- 
tained a, newspaper clipping bearing 
the date June 25, 1S28, and a letter- 
The last two were so faded that a 
magnifying glass was necessary to 
read them, and even then parts of 
the letter were beyond deciphering. 


The paper is yellow and torn where 
It had been folded and the Ink with 
which the letter was Avrltten Is badly 
faded. 
As nearly as it can be made 
out the letter runs in this manner:

The purport of the letter is plain. 
The money referred to is undoubt- 
edly part of that 
paid 
to 
Black 
Hawk's tribe by the United States in. 
return , for the lands sold by them, 
either by the treaty of IS04, or of 
1822 
orv some 
intermediate 
date. 
There is an old story in the neigh- 
borhood w^iere the letter was found 
of how three Indian braves were ap- 
pointed to bury this gold, the num- 
ber being chosen so that if one was 
killed there Svould yet be some one 
left to find thé location. As the irony 
of fate Would have it, however, a 
tribal war followed, and every one 
of the three inVthe secret was killed, 
so that none of the tribe could locate 
the missing treasure. 


The piap whiçh was found with 
the old letter gives fairly legible di- 
rections for the search, and already 
dozens are at work digging in the 
various parts of the neighborhood in 
search of the money. Of all the land- 
marks mentioned on the map, how- 
ever, but one tfee remains, though 
pioneers familiar with the neighbor- 
hood say they well remember when 
all of those shown were 
standing. 
The map shows a line running diag- 
onally 400 feet 
southeast 
of the 
cabin. 
This line is crossed by one 
running due east. 
A line running 
north and south crosses these two, 
and the letter says to dig at the cen- 
tre of the. triangle instead of the 
crossing of the east-west and north- 
south lines, where all previous dig- 
ging has been done. 


An even greater amount of gold 
treasure lies buried 150 miles north 
of where Mr. Blint found his $45,000 
and where the Fairfield residents are 
digging for the $9000 spoken of in 
the Bonnlfield lettei\ 
There is $80.- 
000 sent from St. Louis in 1830 to 
Fort McKay to the soldiers 
under 
Col. Zachary Taylor, which was bur- 
ied until the Indian trouble should 
blow over, and which has never been 
discovered. 
Men and even 
women 
have dug for this money for many 
years, but the success of the search- 
ers in the southern part of the State 
has inspired those in the northern, 
and the search is being taken up 
again as never before. 


The story of the Taylor fortune Is 
Interesting in the extreme. 


One day in 1830 four bags of gold 
were received at Fort McKay, near 
where the little town of North Mc- 
Gregor, Iowa, now stands. 
It was 
the largest shipment ever sent out 
from St. Louis to any of the frontier 
posts and was to be used to pay off 
the white soldiers who were valiantly 
preserving order by holding the re- 
bellious Indians in leash. 
Col. Tay- 
lor, when apprized of the safe arrival 
of the money, took eA^ery precaution 
to safeguard it until the Indians had 
been driven away or pacified, when 
the men could be paid and allowed to 
return to the white settlement to 
spend their hard-earned money. 


Calling together the command. Col. 
Taylor chose four of the bravest and 
most trustworthy men and, after In- 
forming them of the Importance of 
the mission upon which he was about 
to send them, he gave to each a bag 
of gold with Instructions to carry the 
bags to some safe place, which they 
should jointly select, and there hide 
the treasure from the Indians. 
An 
attack being feared at any moment, 
the four men started at once. 
They 
never returned. 


Hardly had the four men left the 
stockade when a well-planned attack 
was made by the Indians, 
The fight- 
ing was fast and furious and extend- 
ed over several days. 
When at last 
the Indians had been repulsed Col, 
Taylor lost no time in selecting a 
party and sending it out to rescue 
the gold hunters. The party seaxxhed 
for many hours before 
they 
came 
across the four men lying dead and 
entirely naked, the Indians having 
mui'dered, scalped and stripped them. 


Not the smallest suggestion of the 
whereabouts of the gold could be 
found about the place 
v/here the 
men had lost their lives in defense 
of their trust, but after a thorough 
search one of the members of the 
party was rewarded by 
finding 
a 
scrap of paper near the body of one 
of the men, known as Mercierre. 
It 
is that scrap of paper which has In- 
spired three-quarters of a century of 
digging. 
On it was scrawled; 


ON HIGHEST BLUFF ACROSS : 
FROM FORT IN 4 PILES 
;

PIERRE 
MERCIERRE. 


This scrap of paper Is still In ex- 
istence to-day and Is positively the 
only clue to the buried $80,000 of 
United States money which 
should 
have gone to the troops whom Coh 
Taylor tooH up the Mississippi from 
St. Louis a year or two before. 


The supposition all along has been 
that one of the gold hiders, 
finding 
that his last moment was near, hast- 
ily scrawled the best directions ho 
could, In the haste and danger upon 
the paper and threw It from him In 
thq hope some of his fellows would 
find it. 
Col, Taylor had parties dig- 
ging for the money for many days, 
but never a trace was fouu6.

gi\iins are cylindrical in shape, vary- 
ing in size from a third of an inch in 
diameter and half an inch in length 
to three-fourths of an inch in dia- 
meter and about two inches in length 
—each grain, in order to increase the 
area exposed to ignition, being per- 
forated eciui-distantly and longitudin- 
ally with from one to six holes, big 
as knitting needles, depending upon 
the size of the grain.

Worship 
in India. 


Snakes, 
the . objects of terror to 
most Europeans in eastern lands, are 
worshiped in many parts of India. In 
some districts there are from 15,000 
to 20.000 shrines dedicated exclusive- 
ly to the worship of snakes. 
These 
shrines, which are invariably in hon- 
or of one of the» miner divinities of 
the country, possess, in some instan- 
ces, valuable 
properties 
for 
their 
maintenance and for the cost of the 
numerous 
ceremonies 
which 
their 
keepers have to perform. 
In those 
shrines the Hindus set up fantastic 
idols of serpents. 
The devotees of 
this strange religion make periodical 
offerings of dough and milk and cook- 
ed rice to the serpents living in the 
shrine in order to receive their fav- 
or.—Kansas City Journal.

Earth's Interior Iron, 


« 


Frequent earthqual^es of late have 
enormously increased 
scientific curi- 
osity about the earth's interior. Un 
this subject Sir Oliver Lodge obser- 
ves in Nature tluxt "it has long been 
suspected that the earth is an iron 
planet, and now, through the work of 
Strutt and others, the evidence both 
for and against is intensifying. It la 
just wortli noting, as a matter of sim- 
ple aritlimetic, that a core of meUil- 
lie iron of density 7, covered with a 
crust Qf rock 500 m i l ^ thick, of den- 
sity 2.5. together make up average 
terrestrial density 5.C, but recent evi- 
dence points to a crust much thinner 
than the above. 
It is to be hopt'd

W hat has become of the thousands 
upon thousands of dollars, in gold 
eagles and double eagles, sent from 
St. Louis seventy-five and 100 years 
ago to pay the Sac and Fox Indians 
for the lands which they had ceded 
to the United States, millions upon 
millions of acres, and to pay the 
United States troops under command 
•of Col. Zachary Taylor, subsequently 
President of the United States, at 
F o rt McKay during the famous Black 
,Hawk W ar? 


The belief that this golden treasure 
lies buried in various parts of tho 
State of Iowa has led hundreds of 
persons to dig industriously for more 
than half a century. 
The discovery 
within the last fortnight of $45,000 
in gold in one part of the State and 
a map giving th,e whereabouts of 
$9000 of Black H aw k’s fortune in 
another, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, has set hundreds all over 
the State to searching the records 
and digging the ground. 
A fter a 
lapse of a century the fortune, for 
the first time, now seems about to 
be discovered. 


That gold by the thousands of dol­ 
lars, 
aggregating 
far 
more 
than 
$100,000, was sent from St. Louis to 
the Northern Indians, both 
before 
and after the Black Hawk W ar in 
1S32, is undeniable. 


In ISO4, as a result of the treaty 
negotiated in St. Louis hy William 
Henry H arrison with five Sac and 
Fox chiefs, an annuity of $1000 was 
granted to the tribe, and was paid 
for more than* a quarter of a century. 


In 1S30 no less than SS0,000 was 
sent from St. Louis to Col. Zachary 
Taylor at F ort McKay, Iowa, to pay 
the regular soldiers whose presence 
was necessary in the 
Territory of 
Iowa because of Black Hawk and his 
anticipated outbreak. 
T hat fortune 
in gold was buried by Zachary Tay­ 
lor’s command, and the nien who 
knew of its whereabouts were killed 
by the Indians. 


In 1832, following the Black Hawk 
W ar, a treaty was made with Keokuk 
and other Sac and Fox chiefs by W in­ 
field Scott and Gov- Reynolds of Il­ 
linois, by which the Indians were 
given a lump sum of $50,000 and 
an annuity of *$2 0 ,0 0 0 
for 
thirty 
years. 
Aside from buying whisky 
and rifles., the Indians had no way 
to spend the money. 


A dozen other instances m ight be 
cited of money sent into Iowa Terri­ 
tory to pay red men and white that 
has mysteriously disappeared. 
Just 
within the last few days have the first 
traces been found of it. 
Iowa has 
gold mines which the plow of the 
farm er may tu rn up any day, bring­ 
ing fortune to the lucky man. 


F rank Blint owns a farm in the 
heart of w hat half a century or more 
ago was the famous half-breed tract. 
Deciding to deepen a cistern which 
had been on the premises for many 
years he went industriously to work 
with pick and shovel. 
H ardly had 
he turned up a dozen shovelfuls of 
ihe long undisturbed earth when his 
shovel rang on metal. 
A few m in­ 
utes work disclosed an old iron pot. 
Digging it loose and bringing it to 
the light, Blint was dazzled by the 
golden stream which poured forth. 
Exactly $45,000 in gold eagles and 
double eagles was the fortune he had 
unearthed. 
It could have come from 
no other source than some family of 
wealthy half-breeds, unable to spend 
their generous patrimony. 


The same week in which this por­ 
tion of the vast treasure was discov­ 
ered clues were found to another 
portion undoubtedly buried not fifty 
miles away near where Black Hawk 
and his companions spent their last 
days after the disastrous close of the 
rebellion and their journey down 
the Mississippi to Jefferson barracks 
and then, in 
charge 
of Jefferson 
Davis, across to 
W ashington 
and 
New York. 


Tearing down the old Bonnifield 
log cabin, near Fairfield, one of the 
oldest buildings in the oldest part of 
the State, the workers found an ink- 
horn and quill case, x'esembling much 
in appearance a razor case, and & 
musty old pocketbook 
which 
con­ 
tained a newspaper clipping bearing 
the date June 25, 1828, and a letter. 
The last two were so faded th at a 
magnifying glass was necessary to 
read them, and even then parts of 
the letter were beyond deciphering. 


The paper is yellow and torn where 
it had been folded and the ink with 
svhich the letter was written is badly 
faded. 
As nearly as it can be made 
out the letter runs in this m anner:

minute and I got to quit.

The purport of the letter is plain. 
The money referred to is undoubt­ 
edly part of that 
paid 
to 
Black 
Hawk's tribe by the United States in 
return .for the lands sold by them, 
either by the treaty of IS 04, or of 
1S32 
oi\ some 
intermediate 
date. 
There is an old story in the neigh­ 
borhood where the letter was found 
of how three Indian braves were ap­ 
pointed to bury this gold, the num ­ 
ber being chosen so th at if one was 
killed there Svould yet be some one 
left to find thé location. As the irony 
of fate Would have it, however, a 
tribal war followed, and every one 
of the three inVtlie secret was killed, 
so th at none of the tribe could locate 
tho missing treasure. 


The piap whiçh was found with 
the old letter gives fairly legible di­ 
rections for the search, and already 
dozens are at work digging in the 
various parts of the neighborhood in 
search of the money. 
Of all the land­ 
m arks mentioned on the map, how­ 
ever, but one tree remains, though 
pioneers fam iliar with the neighbor­ 
hood say they well remember when 
all of those shown were standing. 
The map shows a line running diag­ 
onally 400 feet 
southeast of 
the 
cabin. 
This line is crossed by one 
running due east. 
A line running 
north and south crosses these two, 
and the letter says to dig at the cen­ 
tre of the. triangle instead of the 
crossing of the east-west and north- 
south lines, where all previous dig­ 
ging has been done. 


An even greater am ount of gold 
treasure lies buried 150 miles north 
of where Mr. Blint found his $45,000 
and where the Fairfield residents are 
digging for the $9000 spoken of in 
the Bonnifield letter. 
There is $S0,- 
000 sent from St. Louis in 1S30 to 
Fort McKay to the soldiers under 
Col. Zachary Taylor, which was bur­ 
ied until the Indian trouble should 
blow over, and which has never been 
discovered. 
Men and even women 
have dug for this money for m any 
years, but the success of the search­ 
ers in the southern part of the State 
has inspired those in the northern, 
and the search is being taken up 
again as never before. 


The story of the Taylor fortune is 
interesting in the extreme. 


One day in 1830 four bags of gold 
were received at F o rt McKay, near 
where the little town of North Mc­ 
Gregor, Iowa, now stands. 
It was 
the largest shipment ever sent out 
from St. Louis to any of the frontier 
posts and was to be used to pay off 
the white soldiers who were valiantly 
preserving order by holding the re­ 
bellious Indians in leash. 
Col. Tay­ 
lor, when apprized of the safe arrival 
of the money, took every precaution 
to safeguard it until the Indians had 
been driven away or pacified, when 
the men could be paid and allowed to 
return to the white settlem ent to 
spend their hard-earned money. 


Calling together the command, Col. 
Taylor chose four of the bravest and 
most trustw orthy men and, after in­ 
forming them of the importance of 
the mission upon which he was about 
to send them, he gave to each a bag 
of gold with Instructions to carry the 
bags to some safe place, which they 
should jointly select, and there hide 
the treasure from the Indians. 
An 
attack being feared at any moment, 
the four men started at once. 
They 
never returned. 


Hardly had the four men left the 
stockade when a well-planned attack 
was made by the Indians. 
The fight­ 
ing was fast and furious and extend­ 
ed over several days. 
W hen at last 
the Indians had been repulsed Col. 
Taylor lost no time in selecting a 
party and sending it out to rescue 
the gold hunters. The party searched 
for many hours before 
they came 
across the four men lying dead and 
entirely naked, the Indians having 
m urdered, scalped and stripped them. 


Not the smallest suggestion of the 
whereabouts of the gold could be 
found about the place where the 
men had lost their lives in defense 
of their trust, but after a thorough 
search one of the members of the 
party was rewarded by finding a 
scrap of paper near the body of one 
of the men, known as Mercierre. 
It 
is th at scrap of paper which has in­ 
spired three-quarters of a century of 
digging. 
On it was scrawled:

This scrap of paper is still in ex­ 
istence to-day and is positively the 
only clue to the buried $80,000 of 
United States money which should 
have gone to the troops whom Col, 
Taylor took; up the Mississippi from 
St. Louis a year or two before. 


The supposition all along has been 
th at one of the gold hiders, finding 
th at his last moment was near, hast­ 
ily scrawled the best directions he 
could, in the haste and danger upon 
the paper and threw it from him in 
th§ hope some of his fellows would 
find it. 
Col, Taylor had parties dig­ 
ging for tho money for many days, 
but neyer a trace was fourni 


Dr. Mesller Finds the Birth Rate Is

creased in England IS per cent, 10 
per cent in Scotland, 10 per cent in 
Bavaria, 7 per cent in Italy, 7 per 
cent in Sweden, 11 per cent in Rus­ 
sia, 17 per cent in France, 17 per cent 
in Denmark, IS per cent in New Zea­ 
land, 24 per cent in Saxony, 25 per 
cent in the state of Victoria and 33 
per cent in New South Wales. 


Smokeless Powder. 


The color of the modern smokeless 
powder has the shade of dark amber. 
In the sense of a powder being a fine­ 
ly divided solid, smokeless powder is 
no powder at all. 
lt consists of a 
waxlike composition, the size of tho 
“grains” varying according 
to 
the 
calibres of the guns. 
For use in re ­ 
volvers, rifles and sporting gains, the 
grains resemble the tiny perforated 
glass beads of the sort used in old« 
time needlework. 
For the machine 
guns, the rapid-fire guns and the heavy 
rifles of battleships and 
forts, 
the 
grains are cylindrical in shape, vary­ 
ing in size from a third of an inch in 
diameter and half an inch in length 
to three-fourths of an inch in dia­ 
meter and about two inches in length 
—each grain, in order to increase the 
area exposed to ignition, being per­ 
forated equi-distantly and longitudin­ 
ally with from one to six holes, big 
as knitting needles, depending upon 
the size of the grain. 


Snake 
W orship 
in India. 


Snakes, 
the . objects of terror to 
most Europeans in eastern lands* are 
worshiped in many parts of India. In 
some districts there are from 15.000 
to 20,000 shrines dedicated exclusive­ 
ly to the worship of snakes. 
These 
shrines, which are invariably in hon­ 
or of one of the' miner divinities of 
the country, possess, in some instan­ 
ces, valuable 
properties 
for 
their 
maintenance and for tho cost of the 
numerous 
ceremonies 
which 
their 
keepers have to perform. 
In these 
shrines the Hindus set up fantastic 
idols of serpents. 
The devotees of 
this strange religion make periodical 
offerings of dough and milk and cook­ 
ed rice to the serpents living in the 
shrine in order to receive their fav­ 
or.—Kansas City Journal.

BENT ON LYNCHING. 


Elmer Barton, a mulatto, accused of 
committing an assault upon Miss Canie 
Keller, aged 20, daughter of George Kel 
ler, a foundryman of Wriirhtsville, was 
captured by Constable Whitcomb, Fri­ 
day morning and lodged in the Wrights- 
ville lockup. The news of the assailant's 
arrest created intense excitement, and a 
large crowd ooon gathered about the 
lockup aud demanded that the prisoner 
be surrendered and lynched. Another 
demonstration was made when Barton 
was taken to the oihcc of Justicc Moore, 
but the negro was lodged in jail after 
being roughly handled by tho crowd. 
While the prisoner was being taken to 
the Magistrate’s ofllce tho crowd told 
the father that if he would say the word 
they would “hang the nigger,” but he 
said the law must take its course. 


Miss Keller was alone at her home 
Thursday afternoon when Barton came 
to the door and asked for a match. Then 
he demanded money, and when the girl 
refused ho struck her, then forced her to 
go upstairs, where he locked her in a 
bed room. He again demanded money, 
and when she insisted that shc did in t 
have any, lie struck her a numbor of 
times, though did not offer any violence 
aside from his blows.

Goitysburg, Jan. 26.—A small-iiox case 
has been discovered in Bondorsville and 
all the i>eople of that town and vicinity 
are suffering considerable anxiety lest the 
contagion may spread. 
The unfortunate 
victim of the dread* disease is Edward J. 
Gulden who last Saturday returned from 
^Mexico after n trip through that Country 
aud a number of the western states. He 
landed in New York and it is now a mys- 
tery how the man ever got through quar- 
antine without the authorities detecting 
the presence of the disease. Tho man 
was seriously ill all the way home being 
unable to sit up in the cars. Arriving at 
his homo in Bendersville he was at once 
taken to his home where Div Stover was 
called and acted as his physician. The 
young man was too ill to bo out of doors 
and this will probably mean a great deal 
to those who are endeavoring to prevent 
a spread of the contagion. 


Mr. Gulden grew fcteadily worse and 
Thursday Dr. Geo. L. Rice, ot McSher- 
rystown, agent for the State in this coun- 
ty, was called, examined the man and 
pronounced it a number one case ot small- 
pox. 
Tho young man was removed to 
the abandoned Gulden mill about a short 
distance from his home where he and his 
fathei, who stays with him constantly, 
are secluded. 
Two guards have been ap- 
pointed, one for day and another for the 
night, who prevent anyone from entering 
or leaving the mill. 


A telephone has been placed in the mill 
having connection with the homo and 
with the residence of Dr. Stover so that 
the sufferer will not be entirely isolated 
from the outside world. 
The case is a 
clearly defined one and the people of Ben- 
dersville are observing every precaution. 


Edward J. Gulden, the patient, is a son 
of Mr. H. J. Gulden, the well-known 
millwright, formerly .of near New Oxford.

Eylcr^s Appeal to Supreme Court. 
Gettysburg, Jan. 25.—William Eyler, 
who was convicted of murder in the first 
legree in November Court, and after mo- 
ion for new trial was sentenced by Judge 
S\voi>e on January 7th to be hanged, filed 
yesterday in the supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania an appeal to review the proceed- 
ngs of Uie lower court. 
Under the rules 
of the Supreme Court the case will befix- 
d for argument the first Monday of March. 
Owing to the fact that the record is yery 
voluminous and cannot be reduced by the 
itenographer until the middle of Februa- 
y, an application will be presented to the 
Supreme Court within a few days to -con- 
inue the hearing until the first week in 
April. 


The reasons assigned as error are prac- 
tically but three, namely : Inadequacy of 
the Court's charge ; the incompetency of 
certain witnesses whose evidence was ad- 
mitted in the trial of the case; and the 
Court's answer to certain points in the 
prayer of the defendant. 


Clerk of the Court Walter is also pre- 
paring for transmission to Governor Stu- 
art a full record of the proceedings, con- 
viction and sentence of the defendant for 
the purpose of having him fix the day for 
the execution, which, according to the 
usual practice, will not be earlier than 
May or June, which will give the defend- 
ant an opportunity to be.heard by the 
Supreme Court, as well as to give time for 
aa appeal to the Board of Pardons, should 
this become necessary. 
It is also report- 
ed that some important evidence has just 
been discovered and that the same will 
be the subject of an application to the Su- 
preme Court as a reason for a new trial.

From York Dispatch.—Mrs. Peter Hon 
or, a washerwoman of moflest means, who 
resides at 145 South Court Avenue, ha 
been notified that she is one ot tho heirs 
to a considerable fortune, and expects to 
receive her share of an estate tho history 
of which reads like a romance. 
Though 
the value of tho estate may bo decreased 
by litigation which thrcatc»ns, it is said 
to amount to several millions of dollars 
which will be divided into 17 shares. 


Tho estate is that of Thomas Leonard 
who died in Gettysburg 100 years ago and 
is buried there.

have exceeded 
20,000,000 
years. 


Lord Kelvin once made an estimate 
that was even more modest, but he 
allowed a rather wide range between 
his minimum and maximum calcula- 
tions. The Chicago geologist consid- 
ers the planets to be accretions of 
material which have undergone only 
a relatively small change of tempera- 
ture in the past, and which are des- 
tined to lose little heat in the future. 
If his premises be sound, of course 
his conclusions oiust be accepted.

Posing as bankers and brokers, the financial parasites- 


scour the country for the fools and then exercise their nimble wits in devising: 
schemes to accomplish the partition. How many millions of dollars are part- 
ed from the fools every year may be conjectured from the millions of dollars, 
spent by the pseudo-financiers in advertising. 
The bulk of the financial adver- 


tising in the leading newspapers of the country is intended for the fools. An- 
other index of the richness of the harvest of parting money from the fools is 
the occasional exposure of some particularly glaring and bungled imposture, 
when the calculable "swag" runs into the. hundreds of thousands, if not into 
the millions. But these frauds are seldom exposed, for the victims are usually 
as anxious as the victimizers to escape the limelight of publicity.

Aeronauts 
Should Profit by 
Experiments. 


By E. IV. 
Roberts. 


¿PENT nearly a year In 1894 and 1895 with Mr. Maxim oa 
% his fiying machine experiments. I also saw Lilllenthal's ex- 
poriments in Germany and have talked with quite a num- 
ber of partially successful experimenters in this country. 
Flying with the bird for a model is just about like trying: 
to model a locomotive after a horse. 
If^we built a ma- 
chine after that fashion we might get a speed of five miles- 
' • • • • • • • • J 
^^^ hour rather than about 120 miles or more, which has been. 
accomplished by the modern passenger locomotives. 


One of the greatest troubles with the self-styled aeronaut is that he will 
not profit by the experience of others, but goes off at a tangent and thinks- 
that he knows it all and will not take a lesson from any. one. 
There is a 
peculiar condition of affairs in aeronautics at present and one that few ap- 
preqlate; that is, practically every phase of the problem has been solved but 
never has been combined in one machine. 
For instance, on the 31st of 
July, 1891, Maxim raised his machine up from the ground by its own power* 
with three men aboard and fuel and water sufllcient for two hours' run. Un- 
fortunately the centre of gravity Avas too far ahead of the centre of lift Max- 
im solved practically every phase of the problem with the exception of that 
of equilibrium, or, to use a more homely phrase, "right side up with care." 


Tho problem of equilibrium has, however, been solved by various in- 
ventors, Lillienthal being the first of whom there is an authentic record- 
Octave Chanute of Chicago and his so-called "man machine" made a num- 
ber of flights without power. 
The Wright brothers of Dayton, Ohio, haver- 
also made many free flights, and, with the exception of Lillienthal, all with- 
out serious accident 
Among these Lillienthal's machine alone was fash- 
ioned after the bird, and it was the most difiicult of all to manage. . The prob- 
lem of aerial navigation as it stands today is already solved. When we find 
one aeronaut with sufilcient means to make a practical series of experiments- 
and who at the same time will subdue self sufilciently to profit by the experi- 
ments of others, it will be but a short time until we have 
a practical ma- 
chine.

Another is alarmed at 
blowing paper, yet stands yawning while cannon are fired in his face. It la- 
this very attribute of cowardice which enables us to handle the animal as we 
do; to train him to our will and for our purpose; which makes him, once he' 
is thoroughly deceived and intimidated, the useful servant we find him; not 
a willing slave, but one^ v/ho fears again to tempt reprisals which have aU 
ways proved effective; and v/ho labors for us because he has been made to. 
do so, and fears to rebel. Give to the most docile the idea that he may suc- 
cessfully disobey, and presto! you shall discover another attribute of the 
coward—for your steed forthwith becomes a bully, and a very dangerous one;;

Date Jelly—Rinse a pint mould in 
boiling water and then in cold; put a 
little lemon jelly at the bottom and 
then arrange some halved and stoned 
dates in a pattern after dipping them 
in a jelly; pour over snfficient jelly to 
set the dates and then fill up the 
mould in layers of jelly and dates; 
put in a cold place until set, and, when 
ready, turn out into a glass dish. 


Potato Flour Sponge Cake—Beat the 
yolks of eight eggs with one-half pound 
of powdered sugar for thirty minutes; 
add the juice and zest of one lemon; 
beat the whites to a stiff froth, add 
them to the yolks, then fold in, with­ 
out sifting, one-quarter pound potato 
flour; bake on a rack placed about twro 
inches from the bottom of the oven in 
a very light heat for forty-five to sixty 
minutes, depending upon the thickness 
of the cake. 


Date or Fig Gems—Beat' the yolks of 
tw'o eggs and mix with one cupful of 
milk; sift a teaspoonful and a half of 
baking powder with half a cupful of 
white flour and mix with half a cupful 
of finely chopped figs or dates; add 
flour and fruit to the milk and eggs; 
stir in one cupful of whole wheat flour; 
beat the twro wiiites of eggs stiff and 
fold into the mixture; bake in well- 
greased gem pans in a moderate oven 
on a rack midway of tbe oven. 


Pepper Mangoes—Select firm, bull­ 
nosed peppers, as the milder Spanish 
ones do not make good pickles. They 
must, however, be 
perfectly 
green. 
Cut a slice from the stem and remove 
all the seeds, taking care not to bruise 
the peppers. Put the pepper cups and 
covers into a stone jar and cover with 
a strong brine. 
Let them stand three 
days, then drain and cover with clear, 
cold water twenty-four hours. 
Put 
into each pepper some shredded cab­ 
bage, a tiny white onion, a small string* 
bean, a gherken and three or four nas­ 
turtium seeds. 
Make a paste of half 
a cup mustard seed, a tablespoonful 
uf grated horseradish, a tablespoonful 
ground mustard, two tablespoonfuls 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of olive oil 
and a teaspoonful each celery seed, 
mace and allspice, 
Fill the peppers 
with this paste, packing in firmly, then 
replace the caps and tie or sew jn 
place* Pack the peppers in a stone jar 
and cover with scalding 
hot water. 
Let them remain in this two days, then 
pour off the vinegar, reheat and again 
turn over the peppers. Cover dose and 
keep in a cool, dry place.

Pennsylvania Farm. 


The public is generally conversant 


with the annual custom of paying 
"one red rose"' as ground rental in 
eastern Pennsylvania churches to the 
descendants of those who gave the j 
ground .for the edifices, but it is not 
generally known that hundreds cf 
owners of farms are under a similar 
obligation. 


'•Red rose rent'' is yearly paid every 


second Sunday in June in the Luther- 
an church at 
Manheim, Lancaster 


county; in the Talpehccken Reformed 
church, about" sixteen miles west of 
Reading, and in several 
edifices in 


Lebanon county, while several con- 
gregations in Berks are entitled to 
observe the event, but do not. 


Roses paid on these occasions to 


representatives of families whose an- 
cestors made such 
provisions _ are 


treasured as priceless heirlooms, and 
at Manheim they have 
come from 


many states. 


It is known to few that more than 


ICO years ago great tracts of farm 
Tand were sold around Reading with 
the same stipulation. It is estimated 
that at least 20,000 acres of land in 
Berks are subject, because of a clause 
in the original deeds, to an annual 
ground rent of one red rose. 


Records of the 
Berks 
courthouse 


show that many years before Baron 
Stigel provided for the payment of 
red rose rent by the church at Man- 
heim, Casper Wistar sold land con- 
taining the same clause. 


Red rose rent is mentioned in con- 


nection with land in Tulpehocken, Ma- 
rion, Maxatawny, Oley, and other 
townships. It dates back to 173S. 


The Tulpehocken Reformed church 


is built on land that is subject to "one 
red rose"* quit rent. The land was 
owned by Casper Wistar, brass button

One Sweet Red Rose as the Rent for a 
Pennsylvania Farm. 


The public is generally conversant 
with the annual 
custom 
of 
paying 
"one red 
rose" as ground rental 
in 
eastern Pennsylvania churches to the 
descendants of those who 
gave the 
ground .for the edifices, but it 
is not 
generally known 
that 
hundreds 
of 
ov/ners of farms are under, a similar 
obligation. 


"Red rose rent" is yearly paid every 
second Sunday in June in the J^uther- 
an 
church 
at 
Manheim, Lancaster 
county; in the Tulpehocken Reformed 
church, about* sixteen miles west of 
Reading, and in several 
edifices in 
Lrebanon county, while 
several con- 
gregations in Berks are 
entitled 
to 
observe the event, but do not. 


Roses paid on these 
occasions to 
representatives of families whose an- 
cestors .made 
such 
provisions .are 
treasured as priceless heirlooms, and 
at Manheim they have 
come from 
many st-ates. 


It is known to few that more than 
IGO years ago great 
tracts 
of farm 
fand were sold around Reading with 
the same stipulation. 
It is estimated 
that at least 20,000 aci-es of land in 
Berks are subject, because of a clause 
In the original 
deeds, to an 
annual 
ground rent of one red rose. 


Records of the 
Berks 
courthouse 
show that many years 
before Baron 
Stigel provided for 
the payment 
of 
red rose rent by the church at Man- 
heim, Casper Wlstar sold land con- 
taining the same clause. 


Red rose rent is mentioned in con- 
nection with land in Tulpehocken, Ma- 
rion, Maxatawny, 
Oley, 
and 
other 
townships. 
It dates back to 1738. 


The Tulpehocken Reformed church 
is built on land that Is subject to "one 
red rose" quit rent. 
The 
land 
was 
owned by Casper Wlstar, brass button 
manufacturer 
of 
Philadelphia. 
The 
red rose rent has been 
paid to the 
Philadelphia descendants 
of Casper 
Wlstar for some years. 'The most not- 
able observance was 
In 1902, when 
thirty prominent Philadelphia 
Wis- 
tars attended the services and were 
paid 157 red roses in payment ^of ar- 
rears of rent. 


John Page, 
described as "a gentle- 
man from London," was another ex- 
tensive real estate speculator in the 
early .colonial period, 
He planned to 
establish a feudal barony 
along the 
Tulpehocken in 1735. 
Every 
deed of 
land sold by him 
contained 
the red 
rose clause.—Reading, Pa., 
Dispatch 
to Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune.

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THE PULPIT. 


A SCHOLARLY SUNDAY SERMON BY 
THE REV, DR. R. F. ALSOP. 


\ 


Subject: Graft, Ancient And Modern* 


Brooklyn, N. Y.—Dr. Ueese F. Alsop, 
rector of St. Aim's P. E. Cimrcli, 
preached Suuday morning on “Graft, 
Ancient and Modern/’ 
His text was 
from Luke xix:8: “Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor, 
aud if I have taken anything from 
auy man by false accusation, I restore 
him fourfold.“ 
Dr, Alsop said: 


We have in these days a curious use 
of the word graft Probably the gar- 
£ dener would find it a little hard to un- 
lerstaud how it came to have the mean­ 
ing that it has, yet it ought not to b* 
difficult to explain. He sets into some 
... plant a bud or a twig, and by aud by 
It grows into the plant. Then it lives 
to a certain extent its own life, bears 
its own fruit, drawing the while sap, 
nourishment, vitality, from the plant 
into which it has been grafted. It be­ 
comes, therefore, the figure of a thing 
that draws that something else with 
iwhich it is connected, that which it 
us'os for its own purpose. S6 the habit 
of drawing off for private uses some­ 
thing that really belongs to some one 
else,whether it be a government, a 
department, or an individual, has come 
to be called graft. 
The use of the 
word is peculiar to our own times. 
The thing which the word indicates is, 
alas! as old as history. Something like 
it we find in the story of him who 
claims our attention this morning. 


Two or three things come out in our 
study of Zacchaeus. 


First—He was in a dangerous em­ 
ployment. 
It surrounded him with 
temptations. 
Its usual standard of 
action was low. 
Its prevailing habit 
,was one of wrong doiug. 
It was a 
course of life in which every day one 
could see opportunities of getting gain 
and take them. Both insiders and out- 
, skiers took for granted a certain meas­ 
ure of pilfering. 


Mr. Jerome has lately been holding 
up to the ridicule of the public the 
claim that there is such a thing as 
honest graft, by which is meant op­ 
portunities which come to insiders to 
take advantage of their knowledge and 
of others* ignorance to make great 
profits. The employment of Zacchaeus 
^ #rave such opportunities, and men like 
iiitn were expected to gather in con­ 
stantly what was called perquisites of 
their position. 
Just as a customs in­ 
spector is supposed to look for and to 
fwn.it for a fee, or as a policeman who 
lias a district like the Tenderloin, is 
jsupposed to be waiting and ready 
for bribes. 
We have men who have 
ahbwn a good deal of this spirit. We 
Jiave had those who call themselves 
-statesman in New \ork who were in 
politics by their own confession not 
for their health, but for their pocket 
ail th e tim e. 
Z a c c h a e u s we a r e told, 
was chief of the publicans, and he 
se-ems to have illustrated the spirit 
Which is apt to prevail in a hated and 
proscribed business, namely, that of 
avenging itself upon the public by 
making the public pay. 


Second^—It would appear that he 
¡had used die opportunities which his 
position gave 
him. 
Vax collecting 
proper does not bring a man a large 
fortune. The income is usually grad- 
ed to give him merely a moderate liv­ 
ing. 
But Zacchaeus had not been 
content with that. 
There are thou­ 
sands of people all through our land 
iwlio have the rare faculty of growing 
rich in a few years on a very small 
salary. 
Men like Beavers, senators 
(Who have been indicted and convicted 
of land frauds, judges1 * 'ho have used 
appointments 
for personal reasons. 
These things which we know of in our 
day should give some insJght into the 
methods in Jericho of old. 
was a 
jCase of “high finance,“ of a constant 
“rake oft" in the year of our Lord 29. 
It was graft nearly twenty centuries 
"before the word ca~ie to have its pres­ 
ent connotation. And so Zecchaeus- be- 
. 
came rich—notoriously rich. 
He was 
probably like some oj. our high finan­ 
ciers of to-day. 
He had a fine hous« 
and garden and establishment, so that 
as men pass*d it they pointed to it 
and said, “There lives the richest man 
in the city.“ 
# 
Third—Still, in spite of his prosper­ 
ity, he was in bad odor. The community 
will stand a good deal, but there comes 
a time when even the glamour of 
wealth cannot hide a man's true char­ 
acter—when his success can no longer 
blind men's eyes, when his splendor 
becomes an offense that cries to high 
heaven. There are houses and estab­ 
lishments in our day that make men 
gnash their teeth, that stand in the 
community as an exhibition of what 
fraud and trickery and legal stealing 
and breach of -trust can do. 
With 
wealth honestly earned and nobly used, 
the legitimate reward of real service 
to the community, there is and should 
be no quarrel; but with ill gotten 
gains, gains got at the expense of the 
community, gains which areinot the pay 
of honest work, of brain, of body, but 
the loot of cunning, of fraud, the booty 
filched by the strong or the clever, or 
the high placed from the weak, or 
foolish, or lowly; with such wealth 
there is and ought to be a quarrel eter­ 
nal. And so it was with Zacchaeus. 
As the people of Jericho passed his 
gates it was with a sneer, perhaps a 
curse. 
He is rich; yes, but he is a 
sinner; his glory is his shame. 
His 
splendor is the measure of his turpi­ 
tude, he has made his pile, but it is 
the result of extortion and false accu­ 
sations, He is not only a renegade, in 
that he is a publican, and the chief of 
them, but he is a standing, living 
monument 
of 
what 
conscienceless 
greed can make of a man. 


Fourth—Now, with this judgment of 
his fellow citizens, Jesus seems to 
agree, for when the people protest 
against His being this ruan’s> guest 


Jesus says: “The Sou of man Ur come 
to se&k and to save that’which was 
lost.“ 
That word “lost“ Seems to 
concede the justice of the people’s 
Judgment 
Zacchaeus is a sou 
of 
¿Vbrahatn, indeed; thrt is, one of the 
chosen people. 
But he is none the 
less a lost man needing to be sought 
Und saved. 


Now, if that was his true character; 
\t the Jerlchoan estimate of him was 
Correct, how are we to understand the 
words: “Behold, Lord, the half of txxj 
f 
;oodc, I give to the poor; and if I have 
ftkeh anything from any man by falas 
accusation, I restore him fourfold.” 
How can a man who shows such gen­ 
erosity to the poor; who restores four­ 
fold to ad whom he lias injured, be so 
bad? Have the people, and has Jesus 
mistaken his character? Is he a mis­ 
judged and unappreciated man? 


Not so do I read the story. 
The 
words which we are thinking of are 
not meant to describe his past, but his 
future. 
They do not set forth what 
has been his habit, his manner of liv­ 
ing; tlrey are the announcement of a 
suddenly formed purpose. 
And that 
purpose, as we shall see presently, is 
the natural reaction from what have 
been up to this time the motive and 
method of his life. 


Though he has done all these bad 
things, justly won the odium that he 
enjoys, none the less Jesus sees in him 
possibPiues of amendment apd nobil­ 
ity and calls him down from the tree 
on which he has perched himself to 
become his guest This condescention 
involves an interview and an influx of 
the personality of Jesus upon his soul. 
This brings about a tremendous revul­ 
sion. 
The revulsion UK.y perhaps be 
the end of a long, slow process. Has 
he not found that his riches after all 
did not pa*~ him for the loss of his own 
peace of minu and f * the hate of the 
community in .which 1 e lives, for the 
soora of a whole city? 
Has he not 
found that after all his wealth did not 
satisfy or make him happy? That tjL* 
sin ot its acquisition was like a canker 
at its heart? 


More than this, when the light comes 
it brings out the dark lines. 
Like a 
flash of lightning, the presence of 
Christ illuminates his past; and just as 
Peter, when he realized the divinity 
of his Lord, cried: “Depart from me, 
for I any 
sinful man, O Lord,“ so 
Zacchaeus feels all at once the enor­ 
mity of his sin. It stands up in strong 
relief against what has been his mas­ 
ter passion, his greed. 
In an instant 
he sees tie turpitude, the ugliness* of 
what he has been doing. What he has 
seen before dimly is now emphasized, 
stands before his mind in clear, strong 
lines. 
He is in the light and all at 
once a mighty resolve seizes him. He 
will break with his past, will give up 
his besetting sin; yea, will with all his 
might battle with it Just as in Ephe­ 
sus, among the converts of Paul, those 
who had been dabbling with magic 
brought their books to burn; just as a 
drunkard knows that if he is to follow’ 
Christ he must dash the cup forever 
from his lips, so Zacchaeus forms and 
announces his purpose to break with 
his greed. 


This resolve includes two things. 
First—Generosity. 
“Behold, Lord, 
the half of my goods, of my income, 
I give to tue poor.“ 


Notice the proportion. 
Moses asked 
at least one-tenth. 
Add to that de­ 
mands for public requirements and a 
fifth was reached. 
This man says 
“half.” 
Compare that with the gifts 
of some of our notoriously rich men 
to-day. 
Very few attain to the mark 
of this converted publican. 
A man 
who died the other day left an estate 
of some $7.500,0000, of which $100,000 
was bequeathed to charity, and the 
newspaper spoke of a large amount 
being bequeathed for charitable be­ 
quests. One hundred thousand dollars 
out of $7,500,000 is a very small pro­ 
portion. 
Let us hope that during his 
life time the man did better than 
th at 
There was something extraor­ 
dinary in the bigness of this purpose 
of Zacchaeus. 
Our multi-mlilionaires, 
most of tnem, even those who at times 
startle us by their gifts, have still 
something to learn from Jericho’s pub­ 
lican. 


Secondly—Restitution. 
“If I have 
taken an;* thing from any man by 
false accusation, I restore him four­ 
fold.“ 


What a vista these words open back 
into his life. They show how a part 
at least of his wealth had been wron. 
They show also how the methods of the 
past look now to his awakening con­ 
science. He proposes to deal with his 
habit by a heroic treatment. 
“I will 
restore fourfold.“ 
As h;> carries out 
that purpose, imagine, if you can, the 
effect upon those, who In the past, 
had had bitter and exasperating exper­ 
iences with him. 
Should the like be 
done to-day, what a stirring up there 
would be. 
What a change of places 
between the rich and the poor. What 
vast swellings of the conscience fund 
of the government! What thousands, 
perhaps millions of acres of public 
land would be returned to government 
control. 
What a dis^>rging there 
would be of exhorbitant freights. How 
many i>olicy holders would be made 
glad. 
How many crushed out firms 
would be resuscitated. 
Imagine, if 
you can, the restitution of all wrongly 
gotten Wvaith. 
Why it would be like 
streams of water flowing through dry 
places. It would be like a transforma­ 
tion scene in a pantomime, 


It is almost inconceivable, and yet 
that is what Christianity meant to 
Zacchaeus. 
It was a salvation not 
from death eternal, it was primarily a 
salvation from his greed, from his sel­ 
fishness, xrom his isolation, from his 
fellows. And notice that Jesus accepts 
his purpose as a perfectly proper 
thing. He has; the true spirit of a con­ 
verted afe—large-hearted 
liberality, 
restitution of all wrongly taken prop­ 
erty. 
Given these two things every­ 
where and religion become* real aud 
vital. Deny them and there is only a 
name to live. It is iuie to talk about 
being Christians, unless our religion 
means open-heartedn^s and righteous* 
nets» 


DYNAMICS OF DREAMS 


Theories of Sclent!®!« On tli<* Cause of 
Our “Sleeping THouchU.” 


Ib a recent issue of the New York 
Medical Record, Dr. Axel Emil Gibson 
discourses on the “stuff that dreams 
are made of.** 
In this lengthy article 
some interesting information is given. 
For instauce, Harvey, of the vascular 
circulation fame, is s a J to have re­ 
corded a dream in which a bumble­ 
bee stung him in his left thigb. on a 
place where a couple of days later ap­ 
peared an ugly ulcer, and Malesherbe, 
the renowned. Frouch author, found 
himself in a dream attacked by a 
rowdy who stabbed him in his left 
breast with a dagger in an area where 
the followiug evening he felt the first 
attack of pneumonia. 
“The archives 
of medical reports,“ the author in­ 
forms us, “are heavy with cases of a 
similar character, whicl^ have either 
received no explanation at all. or else 
have been explained away entirely.“ 


The doctor calls attention to the fact 
that dreams depend on some other 
media than those known to us as the 
five senses. 
A most conclusive evi­ 
dence in favor of this view is found in 
the circumstance that even the blind 
are able to see in dreams—as witness 
the experiences recorded by Helen 
Keller, “Blind Tom,“ the poet of “Par- 
adise Lost,“ aud others. 
Hence the 
conclusion seems to be unavoidable 
that it is only as far as physical vision 
is concerned that the optic nerve 
guides and limits the field of vision. 


The author finally arrives at the de­ 
duction that dreaming and waking dif­ 
fer in degree and form of manifesta­ 
tion only, not in priuciple and essence. 
“Like 
waking 
consciousness,” 
he 
avers, “the dream reveals, but does not 
create. The same world that surrounds 
the wakiug individual surrounds the 
dreaming, only the viewpoints and 
media of observation are changed.** 


Ordinary dreams, Dr. Gibson tells 
us, are merely undigested conscious­ 
ness, being made up of longings, de­ 
sires, anticipations, idle hopes and mis­ 
carried realizations, which, occupying 
the mind during the day, are over­ 
taken by sleep before having readied 
their fruition.

Acts that have become habitual are 
performed without effort. 
But if in 
the midst of a series of habitual acts 
one is called upon to do something 
slightly out of the beaten path it will 
throw the cog chain out of gear seem­ 
ingly, interrupting the habitual pro­ 
cesses and making it nard to “get go­ 
ing again.“ A street car conductor can 
collect fares, examine passes, issue 
transfers, give directions, ring up fares 
and call streets, at the same time giv­ 
ing the motorman his signals regularly, 
no matter how confusing the jumbled 
cro^d may be. These acts have be­ 
come second nature to him and require 
little effort of the conscious mind. 


The other day in a crowded car a 
young man opened his passbook, held 
out a five-cent piece and asked for a 
transfer.

Aeronauts Should Projit by Earlier 
Experiments. 


By E. IV. Roberts. 


¿PENT nearly a year in 1894 and 1895 with Mr. Maxim oa 
£ his flying machine experiments. I also saw Lillienthal’s ex­ 
periments in Germany and have talked with quite a num­ 
ber of partially successful experimenters In this country. 
Flying with the bird for a model is just about like trying: 
to model a locomotive after a horse. 
If^we built a ma­ 
chine after that fashion we might get a speed of five milea- 
an hour rather than about 120 miles or more, which has been, 
accomplished by the modern passenger locomotives. 


One of the greatest troubles with the self-styled aeronaut is that he will 
not profit by the experience of others, but goes off at a tangent and thinks- 
that he knows it all and will not take a lesson from any. one. 
There is a 
peculiar condition of affairs in aeronautics at present and one that few ap­ 
preciate; that is, practically every phase of the problem has been solved but 
never has been combined in one machine. 
For instance, on the 31st of 
July, 189-1, Maxim raised his machine up from the ground by its own power* 
with three men aboard and fuel and water sufficient for two hours' run. Un­ 
fortunately the centre of gravity was too far ahead of the centre of lift. Max­ 
im solved practically every phaso of the problem with the exception of that 
of equilibrium, or, to uso a more homely phrase, "right side up with care.” 
Tho problem of equilibrium has, however, been solved by various in­ 
ventors, Lillientlial being the first of whom there is an authentic record.. 
Octave Chanute of Chicago and his so-called “man machine” made a num­ 
ber of flights without power. 
The Wright brothers of Dayton, Ohio, have* 
also made many free flights, and, with the exception of Lillienthal, all with­ 
out serious accident. 
Among these Lillienthal's machine alone was fash­ 
ioned after the bird, and it was the most difficult of all to manage. . The prob­ 
lem of aerial navigation as it stands today is already solved. When we find 
one aeronaut with sufficient means to make a practical series of experiments* 
and who at the same time will subdue self sufficiently to profit by the experi­ 
ments of others, it will be but a short time until we have a practical ma­ 
chine.

A R O M A N T I C L E A S E . 


One Sweet Red Rose as the Rent fo r a 


Pennsylvania Farm . 


The public is generally conversant 
with the annual custom 
of paying 
“one red 
rosq" as ground rental 
in 
eastern Pennsylvania churches to the 
descendants of those who 
gave the 
ground .for the edifices, but it is not 
generally known 
that 
hundreds 
of 
owners of farms are under, a similar 
obligation. 


“Red rose rent" is yearly paid every 
second Sunday in June in the JLuther- 
an 
church 
at 
Manheim, Lancaster 
county; in the Tulpehocken Reformed 
church, about* sixteen miles west of 
Reading, and in several 
edifices in 
Lebanon county, while 
several con­ 
gregations in Berks are 
entitled 
to 
observe the event, but do not. 


Roses paid on these 
occasions to 
representatives of families whose an­ 
cestors .made 
such 
provisions . are 
treasured as priceless heirlooms, and 
at Manheim they have 
come from 
many states. 


It is known to few that more than 
1G0 years ago great tracts 
of farm 
fend were sold around Reading with 
the same stipulation. It is estimated 
that at least 20,000 acres of land in 
Berks are subject, because of a clause 
in the original deeds, to an annual 
ground rent of one red rose. 


Records of the 
Berks courthouse 
show that many years 
before Baron 
Stigel provided for the payment 
of 
red rose rent by the church at Man­ 
heim, . Casper Wistar sold land con­ 
taining the same clause. 


Red rose rent is mentioned in con­ 
nection with land in Tulpehocken, Ma­ 
rion, Maxatawny, 
Oley, 
and 
other 
townships. It dates back to 1738. 


The Tulpehocken Reformed church 
is built on land that is subject to “one 
red rose" quit rent. The land was 
owned by Casper Wistar, brass button 
manufacturer 
of 
Philadelphia. The 
red rose rent has been 
paid to the 
Philadelphia descendants 
of Casper 
Wistar for some years. The most not­ 
able observance was 
in 1902, when 
thirty prominent Philadelphia 
Wis- 
tars attended the services and were 
paid 157 red roses in payment #of ar­ 
rears of rent. 


John Page, described as “a gentle­ 
man from London," was another ex­ 
tensive real estate speculator in the 
early .colonial period, He planned to 
establish a feudal barony 
along the 
Tulpehocken in 1735. Every deed of 
land sold by him contained the red 
rose clause.—Reading, Pa., Dispatch 
to Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune.

home. 
It is time that something was said of the attitude of the 
home toward the girl graduate. 
Too frequently the parental 
view of edaication is that it is completed when the diploma is in 
•hand, and that now having enjoyed evory advantago that a col­ 
lege can give, the girl should return to her homo to ruake her* 
• self solely a part of its social life, and to disseminate tho light 
which she has ¡been so long gaining. 
• 
, 
t 


The rights of young womanhood for larger development, which are real­ 
ly at the base of the willingness of every parent to sacrifice for the education 
of the child, do not ceaso at graduation. 
It is a very poor investment that 
the parent makes if every opportunity for this development is cut off the mo­ 
ment the student turns her back upon the college. 
These four years nave 
awakened new energies* of mind and soul which must have satisfaction, unci 
opened new vistas of truth and of activity which must not be closed because 
of the 'pressure of professional or domestic or social life. 
Just here the re­ 
sponsibility of the home for the education of tho giirl must continue. 
It 
must be remembered that the girl has passed from a very large and niost 
generous life into what is, not in importance, but in relationships, compara­ 
tively narrow. 
All the fulness of the life of youth is gathered about nor 
through four years, with that lack of responsibility of anything beyond wmcn 
can not easily continue outside of school and college life. 
The home should 
recognize this and should be patient in waiting for the adjustment w hich is 
often necessary, and which will always come if the parent is wise, and if the 
girl has the attitude of the avorage student. 


But something more than patience is called for. 
If we have spent our 
time in training our girls in science, hi&tory, philosophy, literature and art, 
we assuredly should recognize, since we have been broad enough to educate 
them at all, the desirability of their continuing that education and the neces­ 
sity therefore of some time for reading and -study. Here, perhaps, more than 
anywhere else the average home is at fault—in failing to provide by tke ar­ 
ran g em en t^ -duties, domestic and social, for at least moderate opportunities 
of reading. How easy it would be for the home to recognize that an hour or 
two in the day should be understood to belong to the girl for her own study, 
Parents frequently «resent this withdrawing from what is called the family 
life, in forgetfulness of the larger gocni that must come to every member of 
the household through the continued advantage of the one. 
Remember that 
the college course has been an investment. 
Remember that it has opened 
the mind of the student to new interests, large and broad, which ought to be 
kept and fostered. Remember that this requires opportunities, and that many 
a sti>dent who finds the demands of the average society irksome would con­ 
tentedly meet all its claims if there could be even a moderate answer to tho 
dcmards of the awakened intellectual life.—Collier’s Weekly.

T is apparent that a railway line or series of lines traversing 
twelve or fifteen countries from the TJuitod States to the Argen­ 
tine Republic, and sending out lateral b r a n c h e s , only can be 
made effective through international co-operation. 
When each 
of the countries interested makes provision for building to its 
borders along) the north and south route, this means ultimate 
through communication, and as one nation approaches the fron­ 
tier j of a neighbor nation that neighbor is given the incentive for construc­ 
tion within its own limits. 
All the governments follow the plan which ob­ 
tained in the United States in constructing the transcontinental road»-—that 
is; of state aid by means of land grants, bonds, and other forms of subsidies, 
or outright payments for completed sections, 
In this way the gradual unin- 
cation of 'disjointed lines will be obtained. 
It may be said that in the be­ 
ginning of 190G every Central and every South American country has a den- 
nite policv of aiding railway construction as an integral part of the Pan-Amer­ 
ican system, and some of them, as in the case of Peru and Bolivia, have en­ 
acted special legislation. 
All of them are sympathetic toward an intercon­ 
tinental trunk line because it coincides with their plans for internal develop­ 
ment and external trade. 
Fo;* the United States the project is the commercial corollai y to the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
The moral influence makes for the increased stability and po­ 
litical progress of the various Latin-American republics and there is 
the 
trade benefit of industrial development and enlarged commerce. There is es­ 
pecially the reciprocal influence of the Panama Canal. And it may be added 
that an educational good is derived from the enforced knowledge of geog- 
raphy.—From “The Railways of the Future'—The Pan-Ameiican Railway, in 
Scvibner's.
